The 
view frcjm the mountain side by day is 
sui>erb, but no Isss roagnlllcisnt at 
night, when the great dty below is 
seen outlined by Its multitude of llghU. 
Just at the fool of these mountains la 
Altadena wllb Ito Bekls of popples ii 
bloom which present a sight worth go 
ing far to see. 

On Easter Sunday we visited Santa 
CataJina Island. Avalona on the Island 
of Catallna Is re»u-hed from San I'eclr 
after only two hours of safe and usual 
ly pieaaant steaming. Thim is a resort 
wltb aa indhrldnalify oC lu own. 

Tbe shore of little Avrntona Bay 
awe«pa aroand here In a graceful curve 
and Its waters are as calni as those of 
a flsh pond and indeed It Is no more 
than a big tlsh ;»ond. with Its dart- 
ing minnows and great sea monsters. 

Swishing over submarine gardens 
you may view this world under water 
ftam tbe glaas bottom boaU. It is a 
fairy land of fragile beauty and the 
water Is as dear as the ami , sphere, 
nshlng In the deep sea near Santa 
Catallna Is a world -renowned sport. 
While we were out in the glass-bottom 
boot a man from Norway dived 100 
feel with his mouth open for thne 
minutes, and brought iiack up 6 ava 
lona shells. This man has been divlnic 
since he waa fix years old. After belnn 
in the glass-bottom boat we took 
mntorboat and went around the Islands 
two milea to the Seal Islands and here 
«e saw (Vom ten to fifteen seals. Thf.-" 
are the only seal.i «..n!h of .\Lu<ka. 

t>i» our way t" K.niu.Uy ».• .s.iw 
many InterestinK places. One of thesi' 
was San Antonio. Texas. Historical it.->- 
sociatlons render this place doubly In- 
teresting. In marked contrast to the 
towering sky scrapers, reminiscent of 
the d.iys when S.U1 Antonio was the 
i.i|.ital of tile svanlsh province of 
Texas, many of the old time adobes are 
still standing. In the famous Alamo. 
In the heart of the city, an Intrepid 
band of is:: Texans wlthsioc«l the at- 
tack of r,(tijO Mexican retrllla^^^ iri .M.irrii 
18S6. When after 11 days the Alamo 
came to Its glorious fall, not one of the 
defenders remained to tell of the siege. 
"Remember the Almo-" rang out as the 
watch word of Texan liberty. At Beau 
mopt large oil fields are located. The 
Niches river here Is wide and deep and 
dredging operations by the gov't Will 
soon make lle^nimorit a .seaport. 

At Sulphur. 1^ . there are Immense 
beds of sulphur believed to be the most 
astaoats* In tbe world. 

Ttarongh an tbe dtles and towns of 
Loaiaaa* are oil Heida with large oil 
refineries. Rice la grown at Crawley's 
The mills turn out over half a million 
bags of rice each year. At Jeaneretle 
is tbe old Oribbenberg plantotlon. 
typical of alavary daya.— "Beto de 
wah." Now we are fairly In the sugar 
bowl of Louisiana. For over 100 mliss 
we see sugar mills on the sky line and 
pin glympses of the mansions of the 
planters. All along here the drainage 
of awampa Is rendering more than a 
million acres tillable. About IZ miles 
from New Orleans at Avondale. the en- 
tire train Is taken aboard the largest 
steel transfer In the country and trans- 
ported by tuga acroaa tbe MIssl sa l ppi 
river. 

We arrived at New Orieans Sunday, 
April SOth. I, forgot to mention we left 

April 27. We* had' a stop over for the 
night so It was well spent. This is a 
very old town, rich In iu record of the 
past. New Orleans traces back Into 
history to I7II, when It was founded 
by Jsaa ds Bienville. Along the levee 
here asp plied the countleas boles of 
cotton, the sugar barrels, the bags of 
rice and all the other products sent In 
from a tributary country as vast as an 
empire. 

The Oulf of Mesieo la 107 miles fh>m 
New Orleona I bad always thought 
.N'cw Orleans waa located on the gulf 

and probably quite a few others l)e- 
lieve<l it. After leaving New Orleans 
we came almost due nprth lo Memphis. 
All along tbe way ware fields and fields 
of strawberries just beginning to ripen, 
so the negroes were kept very busy 
pii'kint,'. From Memphis to I>iiiis\ille 
we Ko northeast through western Ken- 
tucky. In the blue grass region bsrd- 
ly any one could believe Kentucky hiul 
as much beauty as It really has. As 
my father said, "I have always beard 
Callforniii was noted for Its t>e.-iutiful 
suii.sets. hut tli'-y ran not cfpial those 
we BJiw in old Kentucky at our old 
home place on Lick creek." Of course 
most every Big Snndy reader know.s
